F  this  list  we  give  in  the  order  named:  (1)  the  name, 
(2)  the  hardiness,  (3)  the  time  of  sowing,  (4)  the 
height,  (5)  the  color  and  (6)  the  varieties.  Tender  kinds 
are  not  safe  to  sow  in  the  open  until  April  1st.  Earlier 
sowings  of  such  should  be  under  glass  or  indoors.  Half- 
hardy  kinds  may  be  sown  outside  in  March.  Hardy  kinds 
may  be  sown  outside  in  February  or  earlier.  December 
and  January  are  the  two  least  favorable  months  for  sowing 
seed.  Hot  dry  weather  in  June,  July  and  August  demands 
that  seeds  sown  then  get  special  attention  as  to  watering 
and  care,  yet  that  time  is  suitable  for  Pansies,  Stock, 
Snapdragon,  Sweet  Peas  and  other  important  flowers  wanted 
for  winter  blooming. 

Open  ground  should  be  so  deeply  soaked  and  dug  and 
the  surface  raked  so  finely  in  advance  that  seed  sown  out¬ 
side  will  need  little  if  any  watering  to  bring  them  up.  For 
seed  boxes  use  soil  composed  of  equal  parts  of  loam, 
sharp  sand  and  leaf  mold  or  peat.  Let  it  be  moist  and 
crumbly  throughout  (not  sticky).  Cover  seeds  lightly: 
medium  sized  seeds  as  a  rule  outside,  %- inch  deep;  if  in 
seed  box,  %-inch  deep.  Sifted  peat  or  leaf  mold  is  the 
best  covering,  sand  the  next  best.  Press  surface  evenly 
after  sowing.  Very  fine  seeds  should  be  sown  on  the  sur¬ 
face  and  only  pressed  in;  it  helps  to  sift  a  little  sphagnum 
moss-dust  over  them. 

Watering  is  most  important;  use  a  very  fine  sprinkler 
and  water  gently  and  evenly  whenever  the  surface  shows 
dryness.  Seedlings  to  do  well  must  have  room;  if  growing 
where  they  are  to  remain,  thin  them  out  betimes  to  proper 
distance;  if  crowded  in  seed  box,  transplant  when  they 
get  their  third  or  fourth  leaf  to  another  box,  setting 
them  one  inch  apart  at  least.  Plant  them  out  when  they 
are  3  to  6  inches  tall  before  they  receive  any  check.  For 
best  results  fertilize  well  and  be  prepared  to  fight  blight 
and  insect  pests.

Seaside  Creeping  Bent  (Agrostis  maritima) — Makes  a 
fine  dense  mat  of  turf  tending  to  keep  out  weeds  and 
coarse  objectionable  grasses,  ideal  for  putting  greens. 

Rhode  Island  Bent  (Agrostis  canina) — -Very  similar  to 
Seaside  Bent,  less  creeping,  more  erect,  deeper  green, 
cheaper. 

Chewing’s  Fescue  ( Festuca  duriuscula  Ch .) — Suited  for 
light  soils  in  dry  locations,  stands  shade  also. 

Pacey’s  Imported  Rye  Grass  (Lolium  perenne  select )  — 
Quick,  serviceable,  does  well  in  sun  or  shade  and  in  poor 
soil.
